courses of the last week in the life 
and ministry of Jesus. 


It is not only that the events of 


the last week were of deeper sig- 
nificance, and therefore called for 
greater space as they dealt with 
the climax in the sacrificial min- 
istry and the crucifixion; the rec- 
ords reveal much more. For the 
first time Jesus came out in the 
full publicity of His ministry, and 
in all His acts and utterances He 


ommitted Himself with a com- 
leteness that hitherto had been 
acking. 


When the m u l t i t u d e s had 
ironged upon Him in rural Gali- 
ee, He had withdrawn to the moun- 
ains, or had taken refuge in a 
oat and gone across the Sea of 
talilee. When He had been ac- 
laimed as the Messiah, "the Son 
f the Living God," His admonition 
ad been "see thou tell no man." 
The 
explanation of the with- 


rawals, and the escapes, and the 
ilences was that "His hour had 


yet come." But now, conscious 


hat His hour had come, He ac- 
epts the plaudits of the throng. 
Vhere in rural Galilee He had been 
estrained, and had held His dis- 
ciples in restraint, here in the en- 
rance to Jerusalem itself, in the 
ull glare of publicity, as if He were 
challenging His enemies, He allows 
Himself to be set upon a colt, and 
o be hailed as "the King that 
cometh in the name of the Lord,' 
while the people do Him homage, 
spread palm branches, and cast 
heir garments in the way. It is 
unlike anything that had happened 
Before. 


Nor was this all. Examine the 


records, and you will find that 
Jesus spoke and acted with an 
abandonment of every considera- 
tion of safety or expediency, or of 
concern for the continuance of His 
ministry. He attacked His enemies 
as hypocrites in bitter and scorn- 
ful words; He assailed them and 
their kind as a "generation if 
vipers"; 
He drove the 
money- 


changers out of the temple. 
In 


fact, if He had deliberately triec 
to arouse His 'enemies, He coulc 
hardly have done so more effec 
tively than He did in the days im- 
mediately following the triumphal 
entry. 


He knew that His hour had come. 


He was prepared for the final sac- 
rifice. He accepted His destiny.

Distribution 
Key to Food 
Difficulties 


(Third of Four Articles) 


By OVID A. MARTIN 
Associated Press Farm Writer 
Washington. March 22 — (/P) — 


Government control of foods in 
wartime involves thc regulation of 
distribution as well as production 
Shortages of thc past nnd present 
often reflect an uneven distribution. 


Rationing is designed to distribute 


supplies evenly. But there are loop- 
holes as well as violations which 
enable some consumers to get more 
than their share. 


Even now, when complaints of 


shortage of meats are 
rampant, 


show cases are well filled in some 
areas. Often in thc same city, one 
store will have more meat per cus- 
tomer than another. 


Food supplies tend 
to remain 


close lo thc source of production. 
Normally, it is only when nearby 
consumers get all thcy want that 
upplies move out to areas of les- 
cr production. 
This has been true especially in 


he case of meats and butter, thc 
real bulk of which are produced 
nd processed in the midwest. 
Because of this — and some black 


marketing — there has been a ten- 
ency for a larger and larger por- 


tion of the hogs and beef cattle to 
be bought and 
slaughtered by 


small, local plants serving 
very 


limited areas. As a consequence 
the large packing plants which nor- 
mally supply the more distant areas 
have been getting a smaller por- 
tion of the meat animals. 


Aggravating 
bad 
distribution 


among civilians has been the fact 
that the government has had to de- 
pend very largely upon the bigger 
plants to supply the 
army 
and 


lend-Icase and to provide foreign 
relief. These plants have been 
forced lo cut down on supplies mov- 
ing to their civilian customers. 


The government from 
time to 


time has tightened regulations de- 
signed to channel more meat ani- 
mals into pens of thc larger plants, 
but those moves have not been 
completely successful. Officials say 
that the only way to obtain an even 
distribution would be to place a po- 
liceman on every livestock farm in 
every slaughter plant and in every 
retail store. 


Often complaints revolve around 


an insufficient supply of a particu- 
lar cut or type of meat. For exam- 
ple, .complaints arc being made in 
the South of a shortage of 
salt 


pork, highly desired by some con- 
sumers there. Much of this type of 
meat, which 
the large packers 


would normally ship to the South, in 
tilling lend-lcase requirements of 
Russia. 


Another cause of maldistribution 


is an understandable attempt on thc 
part of some processors to favor 
their better customers. It is their 
desire to hold these customers for 
peacetime 
markets. 
Frequently 


transportation 
difficulties 
cause 
temporary local shortages 


Government distribution policies 


for sugar, as well as a wartime de- 
cline in the domestic production, 
have affected supplies of this com- 
modity. Last year thc government 
allowed civilians larger 
rations, 


principally for canning. It also in- 
creased allowances to industrial 
users, such as soft-drink 
makers, 


bakers and candy makers. 


These 
increased 
allowances, 
sharply opposed by some govern- 
ment authorities, had the effect of 
largely depleting sugar reserves 
The action in granting larger 
ra- 


tions was prompted largely by the 
belief that the war in Europe was 
about over. 


Now food officials regret their 


1944 liberality. They since have re- 
duced allowances for both civilians 
and industrial users. 


Looking backward, it is easy to 


sec now that rationing could have 
been used more effectively in 1944 
to make supplies of present short 
age items last longer. 


Meats, lard, shortening, othc 


fats 
(except 
butter) and some 


canned foods were taken off the ra 
tion list in the spring. They were 
not returned until late in Decem 
per, after it became apparent that 
the war would continue well into 
1945. 
When they finally were re- 


stored to rationing, the action was
